TRAIN ROBBERY 


CHICAGO & ALTON PLUNDERED 
TRAIN REACHES ST. LOUIS. 


BANDITS MADE A RICH HAUL. 


Got About $10,000 in Cash From the 
Safe and a Lot of Christ- 
mas. Packages. 
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The Chicago and Alton express, which 
was held up by masked bandits in the fa- 
mous Blue Cut, near Independence, Mo., 
Wednesday tight, arrived in St. Louls on 
Thursday afternoon at 1:6 o'clock. 

J. D. Frier. the messenger in charge of 
the looted express car, two trainmen and 
Pullman car porter and conductor, were the 
only ones of the crew aboard, the others 
having changed at Slater and Roodhouse. 

The, story, as obtained from these men 
gtaimps the robbery as one of the cleverest 
and boldest piece of work done by road 
a@gents during the year. 

At least $10,000 is thought to have been 
secured in money, besides a number of 
valuable Christmas packages. 

1. a shot was fired, not a safe blown. 

e robbers were as polite as courtiers, 
although always apparently ready to use 
their weapons if they thought it necessary. 

The hold-up took place a mile and a 
quarter this side of Independence about 9:2 
o'clock in the cut made notorious by the 
James gang’s job years ago, and agair 
brought into prominence last Oc®sober by an- 
other daring attemp.:. 

The train was pounding along at a ter- 
rific rate. Engineer James Wetton had his 
eyes out the cab window, for they were ap- 
proaching a curve. Fireman Post was 
busy shoveling coal. 

On a sudden the engineer saw a red light 
flawhing across the track. He Instantly 
slowed up, thinking that there wag a freight 
ahead. 


When the engine stopped instead of a 
Jone trainman the engineer and his fire- 
man saw three masked men. 

They were standing by the track—a 
little fellow in front with a revolver, a 
big fellow to ofie side with a double-bar- 
relied shotgun leveled ut Wetton and Post. 
‘To one side appeared still another fel- 
low, gun in hand. 

* “Get down out of that cab,’ commanded 
the little fellow, who was the leader. 

The men hesitated. 

“Get down, now,’ was the command again. 
“We don’t want to kill anybody, but you 
must do as we say.” 

The engineer and fireman obeyed. They 
‘were lined up against the engine under the 
lowering barrels of the shotgun. 

The train having come to a stop, Con- 
ductor E. 8. Nichols hurried forward to 
find out what was wrong. He was followed 
by Trainmen H. D.’Matthews and Dan Mc. 
Grath. The little fellow met them as he 
had met the others. 

“Throw up your hands,”’ he called. 

Nichola was inclined to rebel, but he 
thought better of it and put up his hands. 

The others, having no weapons, followed 
euit. Then Brakeman Chas, Jones came up, 
and he got a similar order. Together the 
men were all ined up against the express 
car, while the little leader delivered himself 
on the virtue of obedience. 

“Now,"’ commanded the leader to Brake- 
man Jones, ‘“‘cut that car loose." 

He pointed at the express car, the door of 
which during all this parleying had re- 
mained closed. 

“I've got no wrench,”’ said Jones. 

“Go get one,"’ was the order. 


Jones obeyed, and avhile he was gone 
Trainman McGrath suggested that some- 
one had better go back and signal al 
trains to stop to prevent a collision. 

‘That's right, my boy,” said the jovial 
Iittie leader, ag he patted McGrath on the 
back. “Do that, but don't go any further 
than the telegraph poles, or you might get 
killed. There are two men stationed back 
there.” 

McGrath followed this advice. 

Jones appeared on the scene with a 
wrench. The express car and engine were 
cut loose. The three bandits climbed aboard. 

“You'd better let me go with you,” sug- 
gested the engineer. 

“Oh, I can give you the grip,”’ was the 
leader's reply, as he crawled in, indicating 
that he was an engineer. 

He pulled the throttle. The engine start- 
e4. The man with the shot-gun kept the 
trainmen at bay and they went off, leaving 
the other coaches stalled. 

During all this time the passengers had 
mot been much frightened as there had been 
ne shooting. A few of them hid their val- 
uables in epittoons and were then obliged 
to fish them out. 

The bandits pulled the engine down about 
@ mile to within e short distance of Glendale. 
Then they. stopped again and getting ou? 
» pounded on the express car door. 

It opened and Messenger Frier looked 
down the muzzle of the shotgun. He was

Conductor Nichols walked back to Inde- 
pendence and wired for another engine, 
which arrived about 3:30 a. m., and took the 
train on its journey. 

Frier is in a bad state of mind. He feels 
terribly broken up over his predicament. 

The first thing he said’ when the train 
crew asked huw he had fared was that the 
company had been hard hit. He now says 
he canno? tell how much was taken. 

“T have heard nothing of the robbery,” 
he sald to a Post-Dispatch man. 

“] was busy. especially so this trip, and 
thought we had stopped on account of a 
break down or something of that sort. I 
heard no voices outside. ' 

“When the knock came I supposed it was 
a brakeman and opened the door. Then 
I wae helpless. They threw my shotgun 
out of the car and broke it all to pieces. 
They certainly knew their business and were 
very polite, but it would not have been safe 
to have resisted them.”’ 

The politeness of the robbers impressed 
all who saw them. They were well dressed. 
The leader was a little under the influence 
of drink. He was so jovial that when he 
took $4 from Conductor Nichols he gave $2. 
of it back. The other $2 he presented to 
Frier as a Christmas gift. 


Frier has been a messenger for the Pa- 
cific Express’ Company for twelve years 
and has been e¢onnected with express com- 
panies for over twenty years. He is mar- 
ried and lives at 6820 Michigan avenue. 

Fner had a good view of the robbers, 
and describes two of them as being quite 
taH, and he thought smooth shaven. 
They were about 25 years of age. The third 
man, the one that attempted to blow open 
the safe, was about 35 years old and had a 
small mustache. 

Marshal Keshlear of. Kansas City is after 
the robbers with a posse.

BRUTAL ASSAULT 
BY FOOTPADS. 


YOUNG WOMAN ENOCKED DOWN 
AND HER JAW BROKEN. 


| WER NEGRO ASSAILANT FLED. 


Crime Occurred on One of the . ‘fost 
Crowded Thoroughfares of 
the City. 


Another daring outrage was perpetrated 
by one of the many highwaymen on a 
crowded street Wednesday evening. The 
police do not figure in the case, and have 
not, as yet, made a correct report of the 
affair. 

Miss Minnie Szabrowske, of 500 South Jef- 
ferson avenue, was held up and brutally 
beaten by an unknown negro shortly be- 
fore 9 o'clock Wednesday evening. 

The hold-up took place at Nineteenth 
street and Chouteau avenue, a crowded thor- 
oughfare, where street cars and pecenrians 
are continually passing. 

The young.woman lost $, some articles of 
minor value and sustained a fractured jaw 
as a result of her encounter with the high- 
wayman. ‘ ’ 

Miss’ Szabrowske left her home about 8 
o’clocksin the evening to purchase some 
Christmas presents on Chouteau avenue, 
For protection she was accompanied by Fred 
Reimler, a 10-year-old boy friend. The young 
lady bought a few trinkets in a jewelry store 
at Eighteenth and Chouteau avenues and 
etarted home. 

When near Nineteenth street a tall, well- 
dressed negro suddenly ran out from a 
vacant lot and stepped in front of her. 

Before Miss Szabrowske could scream the 
man struck her a blow in the face. His 
hand was reinforced by a pair of brass 
knuckles, and the blow fractured her right 
jaw. 

Miss Szabrowske fell to the ground un- 
conscious. As the young lady reeled over 
the negro grabbed her pocketbook from her 
hand and started to run. 

The little boy, who was acting as Miss 
$zabrowske’s escort, grabbed the man 
around, the legs and attempted to prevent 
his escape, at the same time crying out for 
help. 

The boy was not strong enough to grap- 
ple with the man and a kick in the shins 
made him release his hol. 

Freed from the boy’s grasp the man ran 
and disappeared in the darkness. 

Several men who were in Bdler’s saloon, 
near the scene of the hold-up, heard the 
boy's cries for help, and ran to his assist- 
ance. 

They picked up the young woman and 
carried her into the saloon, where she was 
revived and sent home in an ambulance. 

The police did not learn of the affair un- 
til some time after it was all over. 

Thursday morning Miss Szabrowske was 
suffering from her broken jaw, but her in- 
juries are not dangerous,

WITH MUCH STERNNESS. 


THE EXPENSES MUST BE CUT. 


He Thinks This Can Be Done Without 
the Discharge of the Threatened 
Sixty-Four Roundsmen. 


The Police Departmerft will not get an 
additional appropriation Pts fiscal year ~ 

Comptroller Isaac. H. Sturgeon is a mi'ld- 
mannered man. He does not often set his 
foot down hard. But he makes this state- 
ment with the greatest positiveness. 

He does not think the Municipal Assem- 
bly, with full knowledge of the views of 
Mayor Walbridge, City Counselor Marshall 
and himself, will pass an extra appropria- 
tion bill, but if it does, its action will 
amount to nothing more than an empty 
formality. 

He said: “The department will not get 
the money. There is no money for the de- 
partment to get.”’ 

The authority upon which the Comp*roller 
stands is Section 12 of Article 10 of the State 
Constitution. It reads in part as follows: 
“No county, city, town, township, school 


district or other political subdivision of the 
State shall be allowed to become indebted 
in any manner or for any purpose to an 
amount exceeding in any year the income 
and revenue provided for such year with- 
out the assent of two-thirds of the voters 
thereof voting at an election to be held for 
that purpose. 

Mr. Sturgeon was asked what would be 
the effect of the Munic.pal Assembly pass- 
ing such an appropriation bill and the Mayor 
signing it.

RIGHTS TO BE PROTECTED. 


Action to Be Taken Independently of 
First Mortgage Bondholders 
or Others. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—It is authentic. 
ally reported that the Department of Jus- 
tice contemplates action to be taken at an 
early date looking to the foreclosure by 
the Government of the Union Pacific with 
the probability also of similar proceedings 
against the Central and Kansas Pacific.

POST-OFFICE CLERK WIL HAVE 
CHRISTMAS IN JAIL. 


DECOY LETTER CAUGHT HIM. 


The Inspectors Hope That a Long Ser- 
ies of Local Thefts Havo 
Now Been Ended. 


The arrest of William C. Rauschkolb, a 
Post-office clerk, while he was in the act of 
rifling a letter, may put an end to the ex- 
tensive losses which for months have wor- 
ried the mail order departments of several 
big emportums. The Post-office Inspectors 
have worked night and day to locate the 
thief and when Inspector Thomas and Chief 
Clerk W. W. Allen saw Rauschkolb open a 
letter Wednesday night they believed that 
they had’ run the offender to earth. 

The William Barr Dry Goods Co. was an- 
noyed the most by the Post-office thefts, the 
extent of which may be gleaned from the 
following statement by Mr. Joseph Franklin, 
vice president of thecompany. ‘“‘Patronswho 
forwarded mail orders which never reached 
us lost pfobably $100 in actual cash, but the 
amount of the checks taken from order en- 
velopes ran up into the thousands. As far as 
known the checks were not cashed, but our 


customers were provoked and much delay 
was caused by the necessity to repeat the 
order and send duplicate checks and drafts, 
either by mail or express.’’ 

Other stores that do a mail order business 
had cause to complain of the thief in the 
postal service. They received letters from 
patrons all through the St. Louwis territory 
to the effect that orders containing money 
or checks had been forwarded, and goods 
had not been received in, return. The cus- 
tomers thotight that the stores were negli- 
gent, and the stores worried over the likeli- 
hood of a thieving employe or a purloining 

st Office clerk. 

Inspector in charge Johnson was notified 
that letters containing checks, drafts and 
money were disappearing. Inspector C, H. 
Thomas was put on the case, and he em- 

loyed the old but ever effective device of 

ecoy letters. The great difficulty lay in 
locating the department of the postal service 
in which the thief was. Hé might be either 
in the railway mrail service, the city delivery 
division or the carrier department. 

All of these branches were tested by means 
of decoy letters, addressed to large stores 
and containing marked money and orders. 

Letters, inclosed in envelopes with the 
stamps of country post-offices on them, 
were slipped into the piles of letters in the 
city delivery division, and pated to reach the 
addresses. As they were addressed to stores, 
served by different cdatfriers, and as the 
stealing was evidently the work of one man, 
Inspector Thomas restricted his watch 
to the city delivery clerks. 

Wednesday night he and Mr. Allen, Chief 
Clerk in the Post-office Inspectors’ office, 
were hidden in the city delivery division. 
They were not visible to the clerks at work, 
but they could see every move of the clerks. 
They saw Rauschkolb open one of their de- 
coy letters and appropriate it. They left their 

laces of concealment at once and arrested 

im. In hig pocket Mr. Thomas fouftd the 
letter and the marked dollar bills which it 
had sontatned. 

Rauschkolb was so comple*ely over- 
whelmed that he broke down completely, 
Like all accused persons who suddenly fall 
from high places, he wailed over the dis- 
grace which he had heaped on his family 
and longed for a weapon w.th which to take 
his life. He was not givén a weapon, but 
was provided lodgings for the night in the 
holdever at the Four Courts. He insisted 
that it was his first offense. 

A more unhappy Christmas than Rausch- 

olh’s could scarcely be conceived. His 

ther is a prosperous merchant at Carlin- 
ville, Tll., and the young man wag to have 
spent Chr stmas at heme, The:Rauschkolba 
stand high in social and business circles at 
Carlinville and have influential relatives in 
Belleville. 

Young Rauschkolb was industrious while 
most post-office thieves are negligent and 
lavish in their expenditures. He is one of 
the partners in the St. Louls Printing Co., 
and he worked in the company’s office at 
213 North Thirteenth street every day at 5 
p.m. At that hour he went to work in the 
Post-office as a substitute clerk and toiled 
until 8. Then, as far as the Post-office 
officials know, he went to his boarding- 
houee at 1221 Washington avenue to rest for 
the-next day’s toll. Rauschkolb ts 21 years 
old, well educated and heretofore esteemed 
by all who knew him. 

There was a pathetic meeting between him 
and hig father in the holdover Thursday 
morning. Mr. Rauschkolb came to St. 
Louis in refponse to a telegram from Post- 
master Carlisle. He was heartbroken when 
he heard of his son's downfall. He denied 
the story that his son was engaged to be 
married to 4 young lady of Carlinville at the 
end of the month.

THE CALUMET DBAL, 


More Ugly Facts Regarding the Way 
the Bank of Illinois Was 
Ruined. 


wil 


CHICAGO, Dec. &.—More facts are com- 
ing out regarding the deal in Calumet Elec- 
tric, by which the failure of the Bank of 
Illinois was brought. Concerning the Cal- 
umet enormous loans, the Post says: 

The loan was increased with the full 
knowledge of members of the finance com- 
mittee and. later on was made known to the 
directors. Members of the finance commit- 
tee and officers of the bank were ‘given 
stock and the purpose of the deal ‘was to sell 


the road and besides paying the great bank 
loan, make a good round sum for the direc- 
tors. There has been a severe contest 

inst the General Electric and the South 
Chicago City Railway to secure control of 
the bonds of the Calumet road and the stocks 
which go with them, and it was thought that 
the road could finally be sold at something 
like $3,000,000 or $4,000,000. It was a brilliant 
idea for’a man connected with the South 
Ohicagé City Railway to wreck the bank 
and the men who had been backing Calu- 
met through the bank. It has succeed 
and ‘the probabilities are that the Calumet 
Electric will be sold to the South Chica 
City Railway man and his friend, the bank- 
er, who’ tent his name to the scheme to 
make:.a good pot out’ of the deal. himself. 
..The part the banker took in the matter 
Wasa safe one. e called the attention 
of the Bank Examiner to the fact that 
Galumet securities had disappeared some- 
where; intimating that the National Bank 
of lltifmols had a good share of them and 
probably had them all. The officers of 
the bank, finding that the Bank Examiner 
was hot on their trail, began to push the 
transactions they: had on foot for the sale 
of the securities and the Clearing-house 
became alarmed. Could the matter have 
been delayed thirty or sixty days the Cal- 
umet Electric securities would not have 
been found among the bank’s assets. The 
sale would have been effected possibly at a 
loss to the bank, but without disturbance 
to the public or heavy loss to stockholders 
of the bank. But this course would not 
suit the purpose of persons trying to con- 
tro] the Calumet Electric road. 

Three years ago E. 8. Dreyer alone owed 
the bank $1,000,000, and for three years Mr. 
Hammond has béen trying to reduce that. 
It was reducéd one-half when the bank 
closed, and it was due to Vice President 
Hammond that fhis was accomplished. If 
the securities for the loans to these two 
men—Dreyer and Weiss—have disappeared, 
they disappeared Saturday. That point 
may come out later. One director in the 
bank who has been talking a great deal 
since the condition of the concern became 
public, took $12,000,000 out of the bank Sat- 
urday afternoon. There was no excuse 
for falsification of accounts, for the d.rect- 
ors knew the amount of the Calumet loan. 
You can’t cover up a $1,000,000 loan in a 
bank where directors do their duty. 

The lllinois Trust and Savings Bank has 
withdrawn the sixty-day notice given to 
depositors Tuesday and paid all who called 
for their money. There was no run what- 
ever. Some of the other savings banks 
also withdrew the notice, and the others 
that gave it will do likewise, as the anx- 
lety among depositors has entirely abated. 


A MAINE BANK CLOSED. 


Action Attributed to Inability to Col- 
lect. 


AUBURN, Me., Dec. 244.—The American 
Banking and Trust Co. of Auburn closed its 
doors yesterday and made application for a 


receiver. 

The directors published a statement at- 
tributing their action to inability to realize 
on investments sufficiently to meet the de- 
mands of depositors. The bank holds mort- 
gages on farm and city property in Ne- 
braska, Minnesota and South Dakota, and 
the lateness of the wheat crop, together 
with the holding by the farmers of their 
wheat crop for higher prices, has caused the 
stringency of money. The bank has a capital 
stock of $75,000. Its available assets are 
$130,743.05, and its liabilities $54,408.19. 


ANOTHER CHICAGO COLLAPSE. 


Calumet State Bank Makes an Assign- 
ment. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 24.—The Calumet State 
Bank ait Blue Island failed to-day. The 
bank made an assignment in the County 
Court to Melville C. Eames. A statement 
was filed, showin that the assets afe 
$87,669 and the liab.lities $68,000. 

Attorney P. J. James, who filed the assign- 
ment, stated that the failure was the re- 
sult of bad management of the former ad- 
ministration, who made investments which 
made it impossible to put the bank in good 
shape. 

The failure was due, # is claimed, to @ 
run on the bank, which followed the sus- 
pension of the National Bank of Illinois, 
and which was kept up until to-day. The 
liabilities consist principally of deposits. The 

sets are securities which, it is a:serted,can 
be realized on if properly handled, and if 
sufficient time is given by the creditors,

BOSTON, Mass., Dec, 2%4.—In spite of of- 
ficial announcement of the Motormen's 
and Conductors’ Union of the West End 
Street Railway, made early this morning, 
that the proposed strike over the alleged 
non-recognition of the union by the West 
End management would be deferred until 
Dec. 30, many of the employes have taken 
the matter into their own hands and at 10 
o'clock the service had been seriously 
crippled by men leaving their cars. 

The cities of Malden and Everett, as well 
as of the Charlestown district of Medford, 
had little or no street car accommodations 
this morning and thousands of people 


were obliged to get to their work or busi- 
ness in the city the best way they couHkl. 

Meetings were theld between midnight 
and 6 o'clock at the headquarters of the 
urrion and hundreds of employes who at- 
tended demanded that a strike §° into ef- 
fect at once, as originally decided by the 
council. 

There were several exciting scenes when It 
was announced that the strike would be 
postponed. The leaders of many divisions 
of the city and suburban places threatened 
to leave work without the sanction of the 
council, and several divisions have been tied 
up at least temporarily as a result. 

The first action against the company oc- 
curred in Charlestown and Everett when a 
number of the Malden motormen and con. 
ductors refused to take their cars before 
daylight. No cars were run from the Malden 
and Medford line stables in. Medford this 
mo g, and the citizens who were ob- 
liged to go into the city either walked or 
got into overcrowded passenger trains. 

A report received here from Everett this 
forenoon says that 200 West Bnd railway 
employes are idle in that city. 

Caps of the Charleston and Roxbury 
routés are cuaping regularly. 

At 1 o'clock all the cars were off the 
streets of Boston except*those of the 
Washington street lines and the South 
Boston division. The men on the other 
lines, as fast as they came into car houses 
after the early trip, stopped work on being 
told of the situation.

The police have reserves at each station, 
but, according to reports from all sections 
of the city, everything is passing off quiet- 
ly. it is understood that a conference be- 
tween the union executive committee and 
the West End directors will endeavor to 
come to some understanding, but it is ad- 
mitted that this will be a difficult matter, 
The union officials say that eleven mail 
cars which run over the different lines of 
the road will not be involved.

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JUDGE MADILL RETICENT. 


Firmly Declines to Discuss His Al- 
leged Senatorial Aspirations. 


A story comes from Washington that 
there is a combination in Missouri of gold 
standard Democrats and Republicans to 
defeat Senator Vest. . 

Judge George A. Madill is named as the 
candidate of the combine, and as the story 


runs, $50,000 is to be raised for ‘the purpose 
of making his candidacy effective. 

Judge Madill would not discuss the report

“T never heard of it till five minutes ago,” 
said he. 

‘Is it true or untrue that you will run for 
Senator?’ 

“T cannot discuss the matter. I never 
heard of it till a few minutes ago and have 
not thought of it.’’ < 

‘‘Would you accept the Senatorship? 

“Now really, you know, I can’t talk seri- 
ously about a thing I have never considered. 
I haven't a word to say.”’ 

Senator Vest was interviewed in Wash- 
ington in regard to Judge Madill’s alleged 
candidacy. He said he had heard that there 
was a combination of gold Democrats and 
Republicans against him but he had never 
before heard Judge Madill mentioned as his 
opponent. 

He did not see how the combination could 
be effective. “‘The State,”’ said he, ““went 
overwhelmingly for free silver, and the 
Democrats have a clear majority in any 
contingency of ten on joint ballot. Besides 
there are fourteen Populists who are silver 
men. I hardly think they would permit the 
election of a gold man if there were a pos- 
sibility of such a combination as is eontem- 
plated becoming formidable.” 

“Did you hear that a fund was to be 
raised ?’’ 

“Yes,” I theard they were doing that. I 
guess they will have to raise a pretty big 
sum.”’

Dan O’Leary, who was arrested Wednes- 
day night at 6 o’clock after a hard chase by 
Detectives Walsh and Anderson, was fully 
identified Thursday morning as one of the 
two men who held up Pat Kavanaugh in 


his saloon at Eighteenth and O'Fallon 
streets one night two months ago and rob- 
bed him of the contents of the money 
drawer. ‘ 

Soon after *he robbery Kavanaugh picked 
out of the Rogues’ Gallery the pictures of 
Dan O’Leary, Mickey Mack and “Skippy’”’ 
Rohan and said that they were the men 
who had robbed him. 

The three men were seen on the street 
together by detectives some time laver, but 
they escaped after several shots had been 
fired at them. 

They were later seen in East St. Louis 
together and Rohan was arrested, but was 
selenaed before being brought ®o this s:de 
of the river. 

For a long time they have been suspected 
of committing many of the crimes which 
led the Police Commissioners to believe 
that an emergency existed. 

But since the nigh) Kavanaugh was rob- 
bed the police have been looking for them. 
Mickey Mack came near being caught so’ne 
time ago, but he broke away from the de- 
tective and before a bullet could be sent 
after him he had turned a corner. 

Wednesday evening Detectives Walsi and 
Anderson, at Ninth street and Fra.nklin 
avenue, saw O’Leary with two strange men 
in a crowd of women about a show window. 

As the detectives got off the car they were 
spied by O’Leary, who started on a run 
down the street. The detec? ves followed 
him three blocks and caught him at Seventh 
and Wash — after they had fired sev- 
eral shots at : 

O’Leary was taken to the Central Police 
S-ation, where he admitted that when he 
was chased and fired at by the detectives 
geveral wecks ago he had been shot in the 
leg and showed the healed wound. 

ursday morning Kavanaugh called at 
theFour Courts and after looking at O’Leary 
said he was certain that he was one of the 
three men who had robbed him. 

O’Leary denies it and says he has done 
no*hing wrong or crooked since his release 
from the penitentiary eix months ago. But 
he has not been working since his release. 

He has served two terms in the peniten- 
tiary, each for highway vm gs 

He is considered a criminal of nerve.

HE FAILS TO EXPLAIN HIS LIT- 
TLE DECEPTION. 


POISONED’ BUCKWHEAT CASE. 


Detectives Working on Clews Indicat- 
ing That the Flour Was Dosed 
by an Outsider. 


——— 


Detectives Keeley and Gocking are in- 
vestigating the mysterious poisoning of the 
Roberts family at 1403 Papin street. Cir- 
cumstances at first indicated that the poi- 
son was administered by one of the family, 
but that theory has been abandoned. 

No arrests have been made, but the de- 
tectives have several clews and expect to 
clear the matter up in a few days. 

A number of conflicting stories have been 
told regarding the finding of the poisoned 
buckwheat, Georgie Roberts first claimed 
he found it on a rock pile in the yard at the 
rear of the house. Then little Victor Quin- 
lin, the 56-year-old son of Thomas Quinlin, 
living in the same thhouse with the Roberts 


family, said he found the package in the 
yard and gave it to Georgie. 

The Quinlin and Roberts families live 
on the third floor at 1403 Papin street. On 
the first floor is the grocery store of the 
Head Brothers. The firm is composed of 
John J. and Martin Head. They, with their 
families, occupy the second floor over the 
store. The Messrs. Head are nephews of 
the Rev. Fr. Head, pastor of the Church of 
Annunciation on South Sixth street. The 
Hieads have only been in the grocery busi- 
ness since the tornado of last May. 

Wednesday Detective Keeley made a care- 
ful investigation of the premises at 1403 
Papin street. He took the two boys who had 
Claimed to have found the package and 
questioned them closely. He impressed on 
them the importance of telling the whole 
truth. Georgie Roberts stoutly maintained 
that Victor Quinlin had given him the pack- 
age. Georgie said that Victor came out of 
the rear room of the store with the package 
in his hand. 

Then Victor admitted ithat he had taken 
the flour from the rear room of the Head 
Bros.’ grocery store. He described the pack- 
age and said he saw it on a box in the rear 
room, There was a small hole in the top, 
mot more than one-half an inch in diameter. 
When he picked it up and pressed «he sides 
he spilled some of the flour. 

he detective took the boy in the store 
and had him point out the kind of a pack- 
age he had found. On the top shelf on the 
east side of the store were twenty-seven 
boxes, which the boy said were identical 
with the package he had taken. It was a 
bright red package, with the word “cy- 
clone” prominently displayed. The detec- 
tive bought one of the packages and took 
it to the Four Courts with him. 

The room where the boy got the pdckage 
is a small pence, not more than six feet 
wide and fifteen feet long. In this room 
are kept coal oil, vinegar, molasses, etc. 
There are no canned goods nor other: small 
packages of any kind. The room is dirty 
and nothing portable could be seen there. 
The Quinlin boy says the bright red pack- 
age was on a box in the middle of the room 
when he saw and appropriated it. 

The yard at the rear of the building is 
small. At the back are some coal sheds 
which extend tthe entire length of the yard. 
High fences are on both the east and west 
sides. The west fence is solid, but on the 
east side there is a gate. This is always 
kept locked to keep prowlers out. It would 
be a difficult matter for anyone to scale the 
fence, and if a similar package were thrown 
into the yard it would burst. 

Post-Dispatch reporter asked Martin 
Head how the package could have been left 
in the rear room, Head said it had not been 
left there. He said the boy found the pack- 
age on the outside. Then Mr. Head went-on 
to tell why the packagé could not have come 
from his stock. Hé showed the reporter six 
packages of buckwheat and expleined that 
as he had only bought six packa in the 
first place, and still had that number, the 
package could not have come from his stock. 

Later in the day *he’ reporter learned of 
the identification of the package. In the 
presence of Detective Keeley the reporter 
asked Mr. Head why he had attempted de- 
ception regarding the package. 

Head blushed, gasped, tried to smile and 
yawn at the same time, and mumbled that 
he did not think there was any + yy eter 
to the question. His looks did not bear out 
his words. 

Head was asked what it was that he had 
bought at a drug store. He promptly re- 
plied that he had not bought any poison. 
The word had not been used up to that 
time and the detective reminded Head of 
this, to his embarrassment. 

Head then said he had never bought any- 
thing at a drug store. Not in his whole 
life. He had never even bought a cigar or 
a glass of soda in a drug store. His 
brother might have bought something, but 
never poison of any kind. 

Mr. Head appeared to take slight itnter- 
est in the matter, yet when Detective Keeley 
was questioning the boys in the back yard 
Head’s ear was glued to the door and he 
was catching every word he could. 

The inquest on Mrs. Roberts was to have 
been held at 11 o’clock Thursday. Mrs, Quin- 
lin and her son Victor, who found the pack- 
age, were not present. and the matter was 
continued until Saturday. 

Dr. H. L. Nietert held an autopsy, and he 
says the woman came to her death from 
arsenical poisoning.

The public sentiment in Missouri which 
condemns train robbery and demands its 
suppression has found expression in the 
Missouri statute making train robbery a 
capital offense. 

Catch the robbers and enforce the law.

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A THREATENED STRIKE. 

Another Illinois coal miners’ strike is 
threatened. 

Under the agreement between mine 
owners and operatives which preceded 
the recent advance in the price of coal 
in the St. Louls market, wages were to be 
advanced. The miners have not as yet 


received any part of the advance which | 


consumers have been forced to pay. 
It is probable that this difference can 


Be adjusted without the necessity of a 


strike. The mine owners, at present 
prices for their output, can hardly af- 
ford to close down, particularly in view 
of the fact that they will find it difficult, 
if not entirely impossible, to supply the 
places of the strikers with other men at 
the prices they are now paying. Coal 
mining has come to be one of the most 
poorly paid occupations in this country, 
although we have persistently main- 
Rained tariffs om coal for the express 
purpose of protecting the labor in the 
mines. 

It will be the consensus of public opin- 
fon that the workingmen are entitled to 
@ ghare in the advance in prices of coal 
the public is now compelled to pay. 


THEY MADE A RECORD. 
In the case of the School Board investi- 
ing committee the expected happened. 
» committee refused to admit testi- 
ay competent and available. It re- 
ted the scope of the investigation to 
specific charge and excluded all other 


popular distrust. And it is but just to 
say that there has been and is in this 
body a minority anxious to force inves-

How far the majority which constituted 
and controlled the investigating commit- 
tee has been from such a feeling, is now 
Clearly shown. Attorney Macklin ob- 
jected to the introduction of important 
testimony for the reason, as stated, that 
it would afford a basis for further at- 
tacks on Board management. And the 
objection was sustained by the Commit- 
tee Chairman, for that reason. 

That objection and ruling constituted 
a record in themselves worth as much, 
perhaps, as a more extended investiga- 
tion could. have made. 


REDUCED CAR FARES. 

The Chicago street railroads have de- 
feated the attempt to pass a bill for a 
4-cent fare in that city, Mayor Swift 
taking the extraordinary stand in his 
veto of the proposed ordinance that there 
is no public demand for reduced fares, 
Such of the Chicago newspapers as voice 
public sentiment all have been for years 
demanding reduced street car fares, and 
every one who khows what dire dis- 
tress a large part of the population of 
every big city is in at this time, knows 
that reduced street car fares would be 
of great benefit to the public. 

An article in a St. Louls morning paper 
professes to quote the local street railway 
magnates as saying that a reduced fare 
would not increase their traffic to a per- 
ceptible degree. Experience in railway 
management shows this to be a false 
claim. But the street car companies do 
not need to depend upon an increase on 
account of reduced fares. Whether they 
reduce fares or not, the increase is bound 
to come and their profits to steadily grow. 
What they want is to pocket all this in- 
crease and give the public not a cent in 
return for it. 
The Street Railway Journal shows that 
the traffic of the St. Louis street railroads, 
owing to increasing population, is grow- 
ing “by leaps and bounds.” In 1893 the 
Lindell Railway alone carried over 14,- 
000,000 passengers. In 1894 they carried 
over 17,000,000. Im 1895 they carried over 
20,000,000. 
So that, in two years’ time, the Lindeil 
Railway got an increase of over 6,000,000 
fares, representing between $200,000 and 
$300,000 addition to gross income. 
The cry that the street railroads cannot 
afford to reduce fares is a hypocritical 
cry. The public will not believe it.

THE BIGGEST TRUST. 

The biggest trust in the world is the 
American railroad pool known as the 
Joint Traffic Association. It is composed 
of thirty-two great railroads, having an 
aggregate capital of $2,200,000,000. 

The Senaté Committee on Interstate 
Commerce is investigating this trust, and 
has discovered that to bring wrong doing 
home to the biggest aggregation of cap- 
ital the world has ever seen is no easy 
task. The old maxim that “the king can 
do no wrong” appears to be applicable 
now to the monster corporation, 

This giant monopoly found a law on 
the statute books prohibiting its members 
from pooling earnings and dividing them 
so as to stop competition. The roads com- 
posing the trust thereupon made an 
agreement that all rates be maintained 
as fixed by a board of managers, and that 
any road reducing rates be fined, the 
fines to be digtributed among the other 
roads, Of course, as Senator Chandler 
says, this was merely a trick to beat the 
law. The effect was the same, and the 
law continued to be broken. 

The legislative branch of the Govern- 
ment is not being helped by the Execu- 
tive branch in its efforts to compel this 
monopoly to obey the law. Atty.-Gen.. 
Harmon wrote Senator Chandler that he 
presumed the agreement the roads had 
made was legal, and declined, for the 
present, to take any action. 

Mr. Macfarlane, the lawyer who is 
bringing a suit against the trust, and 
who is one man against a phalanx of 
highly paid legal talent, found that every 
judge in New York City was disqualified 
from trying the case, because every one 
of them held stock in one or other of the 
roads composing the trust. Hence it will 
probably take years to get the case 
through the courts, and Congress may 
have to create a special tribunal to try 
it. 

This is an example of the way vast ag- 
gregations of capital can and do defy 
the law and the Government. It begins 
to look as if the Oligarchy had already 
arrived. 


“The Presidential vote this year indi- 
cates that the total population of the 
United States is 76,450,000, and it was 
a splendid job to keep all the money in 
their pockets as good as gold,” says a 
gold standard organ. Unhappily the 
number of people who have no money in 
their pockets has increased so largely 
under gold standard and trust conditions 
that the quality of what they might 
have has ceased to interest them. 
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The arrest in St. Louls of a beggar 
with a pocketful of cash and owning a 
farm of 120 acres emphasizes the im- 
portance of learning, as far as is possi- 
ble, the truth about people to whom we 
give alms. While such wretches as this 
well-to-do scamp are imposing upon pub- 
lic sympathy, deserving persons are suf- 


fering for the necessaries of life.

WEYLER'S CAMPAIGN 


It Is Supposed That Bad News From 
the Front Led Him to Change 
His Plans. 


HAVANA, Dec. 24.—There is much specu- 
lation here as to the reason why Weyler 
changed his mind and went to the Pinar del 
Rio section instead of going to Matanzas 
and into Santa Clara Province, as had been 
arranged. ‘The conclusion is that bad news 
was received from the Spanish front near 
the trocha and that the Spanish com- 
manders not wishing to stand the responsi- 
bility, wired for Weyler. 

Calixto Garcia’s forces are in motion in 
the Manzanilia district of Santiago de 
Cuba, going toward the River Cauto. It is 
reported to be his intention to cross the 

river and come westward, 

It is also reported that Maximo Gomez 
received orders to move westward, but re- 
sisted the orders of the Cuban Government 
for a long time. The last reliable reports 
from Manzanillo say that ez has finally 
taken up his march, with an escort, in the 
direction of Santa Clara. TheS anish Gov- 
ernment has semi-official advices of the 
concentration of insurgents in Santa Clara, 
both from the eastern and the western part 
of the island. 


ZERTUCHA’S STORY. 


He Claims That Despair Made Gen. 
Maceo Reckless. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 244.—Dr. Maximo Zertu- 
cha, accused of causing Maceo’s betrayal 
into the hands of the Spanish troops, has 


written a letter to the Herald, in which, af- 
ter repeating his story of the death of Ma- 
ceo, the fate of Pancho Gomez, and his own 
part in the tragedy, Zertucha proceeds to 
make several startling allegations, involv- 
ing the heads of the insurgent Government 
in Cuba. 

Dr. Zertucha, in effect, says that despair 
drove Maceo to court death. This despair 
was caused. it is alleged, by the lack of 
support which Maceo received from the 
insurgent Government. Upon the shoulders 
of some of the civil officials, also, Dr. Zer- 
tucha lays the onaree, ot having received 
money from the Span Government.

AGAINST EXCLUSION. 


FEAR PRIESTS WILL BE BARRED 
FROM A SUNDAY SCHOOL. 


ARCHBISHOP KAIN TO LEAD. 


They Say That House of Refuge Chil- 
dren Must Be Given Their 
Religious Teaching. 


Archbishop Kain will enter a formal pro- 
test against the action of Superintendemy 
Isaac Bristoliof the House of Refuge, in 
virtually excluding Catholic priests from 
ministering to the spiritual needs of the 
Catholic children restrained there. 

The Archbishop called at the City Hall 
Wednesday for the purpose of making his 
protest to Mayor Walbridge, but the Mayor 
was not in and he went away, saying he 
would call again. 

Preparations for the opening of the pro- 
posed non-sectarian Sunday-school are about’ 
completed. They have been under the im- 
mediate direction of Director Frank Paule, 
who is given credit for being the originator 
of the plan. 

The school will be strictly speaking, pan- 
sectarian. The intention is to have all sects 


represented in the teachers, and the super- 
Intendent is expected to be a sort of com- 
ite sectarian. 

DThe Catholics have.no objection to this, 
as long as attendance is optional, or, at any 
rate, as long a6 pone on is only exer- 
cis on Protestant ildfen, but they ap- 
prehend that ail the children will be com- 
elled to attend, and that the priests will 
- refused the privilege of saying mass for 
the benefit of the Catholic children. They 
will not tamiely submit to this, and their 
tion will fitly voiced by the Arch- 


bishop. 

There is no Catholic mem of the board 
as at present constituted. times past 
there has almost always been at least one 
man of that faith on the board who could 
be relied upon to oppose anything which 
hlookéd tike discrimination.

DUMB AND PARALYZED. 


PHYSICIANS ARE IN. VAIN.

He and His Wife Are Worthy People 
and Are Now on the Verge 
of Destitution. 


If James Peet is not the most unfortunate 
man in St. Louis he is pressing the record 
close. 

Unable to move hand or foot, except when 
by heroic exertions he scrawls a few words 
on a piece of paper, deprived of speech, 
unconscious half @f the time, his Mfe is a 
living death. 

All the medical skill a devoted wife has 
been able to enlist in his behalf has been 
of no avail. The best physicians in the city 
confess themselves baffied. 

The afflicted man lives with his wife at 
1307 Chambers street. For three weeks he 
has been unable to walk; For eigh? weeks 
his left hand has been useless and for eight 
months he has not spoken a syllable. Up to 


the time of his affliction Peet had been for 
twelve years in the employ of the Simmons 
Hardware Co. On the morning of May 12 
he arose to go to the store as usual. His 
‘wife spoke to him. When he tried to answet 
his voice failed him and with an inarticu- 
late cry he fell to the floor. 

Mrs. Peet tried in vain to revive her 
stricken husband. Kind neighbors lifted

him to the bed, where he has spent most 
of his time since. He revivec in a few m.n- 
utes, but remained speechless. 

Since then Peet’s case has grown more 
myetifying day by day. For some time he 
was able to go about, but weakened s0 
that the slightest exertion fatigued him. 
Gradually he became subject to what at 
fi be fainting fits. While sit- 


period was tonger, until] now it is a common 
occurrence for him to remain unconsc.ous 
for hours at a time. Through it all there 
has been no weakening of Peet’s mind. He 
is mentally brighit, despite his physica] ail- 
ment. 

Ever since her thusband was stricken 
Mrs. Peet has thhad him in the hands of 
some of the best physicians in St. Louis. 
At first she obtained the services of Dr. C 
E. Bauer, the family physician. Improve- 
ment was very slow. On Aug. 4 Peet 
was taken before a clinic at the Missouri 
Medical College. He went there daily un- 
til he became too weak. 

At different times since he was stricken 
dumb he has been under treatment by Dr. 
A. C. Bernays and Dr. Heine Marks. Up 
to eight weeks ago there were no marked 
symptoms except the inab‘lity to talk and 
the constantly recurring fainting spells. 
On Oct. 24 Peet was unconscious for three 
hours. When he revived his left hand was 
closed. It remained so up to two weeks 
ago, when the index and middle fingers 
were released. He can move them now 
as easily as he ever could, but the other 
two fingers are still useless. 

During the past three weeks the stricken 
man has been wasting away. In ten days 
he has lost nearly twenty pounds. He 
weighed 130 unds when stricken dumb. 
Now he would not tip the beam at more 
than eign y- Day by day ‘he is weakening 
as much from lack of nourishment as from 
the ravages of disease. 

The efforts of the unfortunate man’s wife 
to procure him medical relief has depleted 
the couple’s scanty savings, and they are 
now on the verge of destitution. There are 
few creature comforts in the once happy lit- 
tle home. The friends of the couple are 
not wealthy. They have done what they 
could, but the limit has been reached. Al- 
most the only means gt ge of the couple 
is a $% a week lodge benefit, which will be 
shut off in another week. Unless some char- 
itably inclined person comes to their aid 
the silent sick man and his faithful wife 
will spend a comfortless Christmas. 

Mrs. Peet is too proud to entertain even 
a suggestion of charity. A number of young 
ladies in the neighborhood have interested 
themselves in the couple. They called at _the 
house three weeks ago and offered Mrs. Peet 
some money. She refused to accept it. 

Dr. Bauer, who has beer in constant at- 
tendance on Peet, said Wednesday that the 
man’s condition was due to a form of epi- 
lepsy very rare, but not unprecedented. 

‘In a case like this,” he said, ‘there is 
mo certainty of effecting a cure or even of 
giving relief. Aphoria, or dumbness, is not 
usually a concomitant of epilepsy. The in- 
ability to speak is the result of purely ner- 
vous causes. There is no affection of the 
larynx or the vocal cords. If the nerves 
could be restored to their normal condition 
the patient would recover his speech.” 

Dr. Krieger of the St. Louis Medical Col- 
lege takes a different stand. He thinks 
Peet’s condition the result of bronchial 
eoeane and is treating him.on that diag- 
nosis. 

Peet has been deprived of his speech on 
two former occasions. Four years ago he 
was stricken dumb and remained so for 
eight months. Two years a he was 
dumb for seven days. On both occasions 
oe recovered his speech as suddenly as he 
ost it.

Mr. Frederick says the Collector’s records 
show that persons who have not paid their 


1896 taxes on account of losses due to the 
tornado have heretofore been prompt. For 
each month’s delinquency 1 per cent is 
added to the assessment, and 3 per cent 
per annum ‘s added for costs. At the end 
of 1897 tornado sufferers who cannot pay 
their 1896 taxes will have 15 per cent added 
to their assessment.

HE HAS OFFENDED THE LOCAL 
UNION MUSICIANS. 


MADE AN UNHAPPY REMARK. 


Will Be Asked to Explain His Allusion 
to Them’ as Beer Hall 
Artists. 


Alfred Ernst, the Choral-Symphony 5So- 
ciety’s leader, will be waited upon by a com- 
mittee from the Musicians’ Union. 

In an interview .in the Post-Dispatch Tues- 
day Mr. Ernst eaid: “I do not think much 
of the union musicians as a rule. They 
are usually associated in my mind with beer 
gardens and such institutions.” 

The union committee will give Mr. Ernst 
an opportunity to explain himself. If he 
fails to do so satisfactorily the union will 


probably act by passing a resolution of 
censure. 

Mr. Ernst’s remarks appear to 
stirred up a veritable hornet’s nest in 
musical circles. 

The men in his orchestra are all union 
members. Many of them are cut above the 


ave 
cal 


ally, but they lay no store by it, and as 
members of the union they are all in the 
same plane as to rights and privileges. 
When the question arose as to continuing 
the Sunday concerts on the co-operative 
plan, the orchestra laid the matter before 
the union and were granted permission to 
play for less than the scale. In the face 
of this courtesy, the orchestra feel pretty 
badly cut up over Mr. Ernst’s slighting allu- 
sien to their union colleagues. 

Orchestra men and the union musicians 
are averse to expressing themselves public- 
ly, as they fear the leader’s hostility. Mr. 
Owen Miller, recording secretary of 
union and secretary of the Sym- 
phony Orchestra, is not afraid to talk 
out. He said: “If Mr. Ernst used the 
language quoted he made a horrible mistake. 
We have just been favored by the union. 
The orchestra is always asking and receiv- 
ing favors from the union, and its leaders or 
its members should be the last to cast slurs. 
I am sure none of the orchestra share Mr. 
Ernst’s sentiments. He will certainly be 
= upon by the union to explain him- 
self. 

‘These rather frequent breaks of Mr. 
Ernst are unfortunate. The general’ 
public, who do not know the’ man, are apt 
to ne gene gg them. Those who are ac- 
quaint with the, fects know that the 
union musicians of this city are an in- 
dusitrious, gentlemanly and talented set of 
men. The union has.been instrumental] in 
keeping out the undesirable element.’’ 

In his interview Mr. Ernst, who was 
talking about Sunday concerts, said that 
Prof. Kunkel was partly responsible for his 
failure, because he played a class of mus'‘c 
that was popular with the uneducated and 
his prices were too cheap. ) 
Mr. Kunke®«ddes not relish the slur one 
bit. He took ap Mr. Ernst’s interview cat- 
egorically. 

“In the first place,”’ he said, “Mr. Ernst 
had his head turned when he came to St. 
Louls. He found everything right in his 
hand. The orchestra had brought to a 
high state of perfection by Mr. Otten. The 
chorus of the choral society was an ad- 
mirably trained body. Tt wasn’t hard to 
step in under these cond'tions and eccre 
a success. A man with the proper mental 
balance wouhd have realized the situa’ion. 
Not so with our new leader. He thought the 
success was all Ernst’s work and his head 
inflated beyond .measure, 

“Just how far he forgets all this is evi- 
dent in talk like this,”” and Mr. Kunkel 
quoted from Prof. Ernst’s interview, “I 
could not have expected to educate the 
people in two years and collect an orchestra 
that would rank with the best in the land. 
But I have made a good start and if it only 
continues will succeed in time.’’ 

“Mr. Ernst should remember that there 

are others. 
“Mr. Ernst says he could have big crowds 
on Sunday if he would play popular music. 
What is popular music? I hold that good 
music is popular music. The people like 
the best music. The monumental works 
of the great masters are the most popular. 
Of course there is an art in arranging a 
rogramme, as there is in planning a dinner 
n courses, 

“Mr. Ernst says I play music that is 
popular with the uneducated. That is 
funny to me. I introduce every concert 
with a Beethoven sonata. There is al- 
ways a violin or piano concerto. I have 
had the same soloists as Mr. Ernst. They 
sang a higher grade of music at my con- 
certs than at his. A reference to the pro- 
gramme will prove this. 

“After all, his talk about his high grade 
concerts, Mr. Ernst says the cont'!niuous 
shows have hurt his attendance. This is 
a fall from the sublime to the ridiculous. 

“His slight on the union musicians 
unwarranted and untrue. 
with a patron‘zing allusion to Messrs. Her- 
bert and Sousa as pretty good little fellows 
in their way. 

“After all the kind things Mr. Ernst has 
said of the local musicians, I am afraid 
there will be a corner in handkerchiefs if 
he carries out his threat to accept the nu- 
merous big offers he has from other cities, 
= cone, the Sunday concerts are not main-
